DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 
1) Applicant's election without traverse of invention I, drawn on claims 1-4, 9-38, in 
Paper No. 7, is acknowledged. 

Claims 5-8, are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country £ in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appl.cat.on for patent .n the United 
States. 

2) Claims 1-4, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kaufman (6,039,838). Kaufman discloses a papermaking fabric having ridges of width 
from about 0.0147 in. to about 0.1489 in., and of centerline to centerline in the cross- 
machine direction of about 0.0160 in. to about 0.1667 in. The ridges are of height from 
about 0.008 in. to about 0.010 in. (col. 5, line 6 to col. 6, line 65). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3) Claims 9-38, are allowed.

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The primary reason for indication of allowable subject matter is that the cited 
prior art does not show a tissue sheet having a Pinhole Coverage Index of about 0.25 or 
less (claims 9, 18, 31, 35).
